New  plan  for  Park  Presidio  proposed 

Reforestation  project  would  remove  50  'high  risk '  trees

The  San  Francisco  Recreation 
and  Park  Department  (RPD)  held 
a  second  public  meeting  to  ad¬ 
dress  public  concerns  about  the 
proposed  Park  Presidio 
Boulevard  Reforestation  Plan 
and  Budget  on  Nov.  12. 

Several  dozen  Park  Presidio 
homeowners  and  members  of 
Park  Presidio  Neighbors  (PPN), 
including  board  members  Tom 
Opdycke,  Carol  Brost  and 
Gregory  Dipaolo,  turned  out  for 


the  meeting,  which  was  relocated 
from  the  Hebrew  Academy  on 
14th  Avenue  to  the  Richmond 
Police  Station’s  Community 
Room. 

According  to  Dennis  Kern, 
RPD’s  director  of  operations, 
$183,000  is  available  to  contract- 
out  the  initial  tree  work  on 
Presidio  Boulevard.  The  work  in¬ 
cludes  the  removal  of  50  trees 
and  the  pruning  of  15  trees,  with 
the  work  being  performed  by 
RPD  reforestation  crews. 

The  50  trees  selected  for  re¬ 


moval  were  chosen  based  on  an 
assessment  performed  by  the  in¬ 
dependent  consulting  firm 
HortScience,  Inc.  In  its  tree  as¬ 
sessment,  the  50  trees  were  iden¬ 
tified  as  a  “high  risk”  to- public 
safety. 

Kern  stated  that  RPD’s  priori¬ 
ty  is  to  remove  the  50  high-risk 
trees  in  order  to  abate  any  public 
safety  risk.  With  many  of  the 
trees  being  nearly  100  years  old, 
there  is  always  the  risk  of  a  dying 
or  diseased  tree  falling  over  dur¬ 
ing  storms  or  high-wind  condi¬ 


tions. 

Although  there  is  no  definitive 
timetable  for  when  the  reforesta¬ 
tion  will  begin,  Kern  did  specify 
that  it  would  proceed  via  a 
“small  block  planting”  plan  com¬ 
bining  $10,000  in  tree  purchases 
and  trees  provided  by  the  Golden 
Gate  Park  Nursery. 

“Whatever  I  can  fund  the  re¬ 
movals  with,  the  balance  of  it  can 
go  to  reforestation,”  Kern  stated 
when  asked  about  the  proposed

Sutro  School  getting  makeover 


by  Ed- Moy 

The  Sutro  Elementary  School 
on  12th  Avenue  will  have  a  $3.6 
million  Americans  with 
Disabilities  Act  (ADA)  upgrade 
completed  over  the  next  year. 

The  construction  work  will 
bring  Sutro  into  compliance  with 
an  ADA  mandate  that  schools  be 
accessible  to  disabled  and  handi¬ 
capped  students. 

According  to  San  Francisco 
Unified  School  District  (SFUSD) 
Project  Manager  Ryan  Hender¬ 
son,  the  ADA  mandate  came 
about  following  a  nearly  10-year- 
old  lawsuit,  “Lopez  vs.  SFUSD,” 
which  resulted  in  a  court  ruling 
that  the  district  must  make  cer¬ 
tain  schools  ADA  compliant. 

“The  impact  is  minimal  other 
than  relocation  to  portable  class¬ 
rooms  during  the  various  phases 


of  construction,”  Henderson  stat¬ 
ed.  “Students  are  separated  from 
the  construction  area  with  hard 
barrier  walls  that  are  sound  insu¬ 


lated.  Any  noisy  or  excessively 
disruptive  work  is  performed  ei¬ 
ther  off  hours  or  during  the  holi¬ 
day  and  summer  breaks.”

Funded  through  Proposition 
A,  a  $450  million  bond  measure 
approved  by  San  Francisco  vot¬ 
ers  in  2006,  the  ADA  upgrades  at 
Sutro  will  include  renovating 
bathrooms,  with  some  new  fix¬ 
tures  to  make  them  more  accessi¬ 
ble,  widening  doorways,  improv¬ 
ing  classroom  accessibility  with 
the  addition  of  a  second  level 
balcony  connecting  classrooms,  a 
new  elevator,  the  installation  of 
new  access  ramps,  improved  rail¬ 
ing  around  the  campus  and  the 
building  of  a  new  playground 
structure. 

Henderson  stated  that  Cal 
Pacific  Construction  officially 
began  the  upgrades  in  August. 
The  project  is  currently  on  sched¬ 
ule  and  slated-  to  be  completed  in 
time  for  the  beginning  of  the

Eric  Mar 
wins 
District  1 
election 
in  close 
contest

Long-time  Richmond  District 
resident  Eric  Mar  has  been  de¬ 
clared  the  winner  of  the  District 
1  supervisorial  election.  He  beat 
neighborhood  activist  Sue  Lee  by 
the  slimiest  of  margins:  by  just 
more  than  300  votes  out  of 
25,000-plus  cast. 

The  Nov.  5  SF  Board  of 
Supervisors  election  used  the 
ranked-choice  voting  system, 
which  allows  voters  to  rank  their 
first,  second  and  third  choices  for 
supervisor.  The  system  was  cre¬ 
ated  to  eliminate  the  need  for 
costly  runoff  elections. 

After  eliminating  and  redis¬ 
tributing  votes  of  candidates  not 
in  the  majority,  the  first  candidate 
to  exceed  50  percent  of  the  “con¬ 
tinuing  ballots”  is  proclaimed  the 
winner. 

According  to  Steven  Hill,  di¬ 
rector  of  the  Political  Reform 
Program  for  New  America 
Foundation,  at  any  point  in  the 
tabulations  when  the  vote  totals 
of  two  or  more  candidates  do  not 
equal  the  vote  totals  of  the  candi¬ 
date  immediately  above  them, 
those  candidates  have  no  mathe¬ 
matical  chance  and  can  be  elimi¬ 
nated  at  the  same  time.  The  order 
oraimination  does  not  matter. 

In  District  1  there  were  nine 
candidates  and  seven  were  elimi¬ 
nated  in  the  first  pass,  compared 
to  District  3,  which  had  seven 
passes.  However,  the  District  1 
supervisors  race  was  .by  far  the 
closest  one  in  the  City. 

After  the  first  round  of  voting. 
Mar  received  11,638  votes 
which,  according  to  the  SF 
Department  of  Elections’ 
Preliminary  Rank  Choice  Voting 
Report  (RCV),  is  40.5  percent  of 
the  continuing  ballots.  Lee  had 
about  34  percent  with  9,748 
votes.  The  other  seven  candidates 
were  mathematically  eliminated,

Botanical  Garden  remodel 
aims  for  gold  standard 


by  Jonathan  Farrell 

The  San  Francisco  Botanical 
Garden  at  Strybing  Arboretum  in 
Golden  Gate  Park  is  aiming  for  a 
“gold  standard"  in  its  $12.8  mil¬ 
lion  plans  for  renovation  and  ex¬ 
pansion.  The  plans  were  present¬ 
ed  to  the  public  Oct.  27  at  the  SF 
County  Fair  Building. 

More  than  60  people  gathered 
to  review  the  proposed  plans  for 
a  new  nursery  and  Center  for 
Sustainable  Gardening.  Guide¬ 
lines  used  to  replace  a  45-year- 
old  greenhouse  were  taken  from 
Leadership  in  Energy  and 
Environmental  Design  (LEED),  a 
national  rating  system  for 
“green"  design. 

The  LEED-standard  design- 
plan  will  create  a  new  sustainable 
state-of-the-art  building  that  will 
enable  both  the  Botanical  Garden 
and  the  Botanical  Garden  Society 
to  expand  plant  propagation,  tis¬ 
sue  cultivation  and  growing  ac¬ 
tivities.  The  plan  proposes  to  use 
about  10,000  square  feet  along 
an  outdoor  wooded  area  to  allow

businesses  in  San  Francisco.  I  am 
also  expanding  the  definition  of 
qualifying  business  activities  for 
the  clean  energy  technology  busi¬ 
nesses  exclusion  from  “payroll 
expense  tax”  liability  to  broaden 
the  appeal  to  these  new  compa¬ 
nies. 

Clean  technology  companies 
are  working  to  solve  our  greatest 
and  most  urgent  environmental 
challenges  and  to  lessen  our  re¬ 
liance  on  foreign  oil.  The  clean- 
tech  sector  is  driven  by  innova¬ 
tion  and  San  Francisco  is  at  the 
heart  of  one  of  the  most  innova¬ 
tive  regions  in  the  world. 
Companies  and  entire  industries 
have  been  bom  in  San  Francisco. 
There  is  a  unique  opportunity 
right  now  to  “align  the  grooves” 
between  federal,  state  and  local 
policies  and  priorities  around 
clean  tech  and  the  green  econo¬ 
my. 

At  a  federal  level,  John 
Podesta,  of  the  Center  for 
American  Progress  and  leader  of 
the  Obama  transition  team,  re¬ 
cently  published  a  report  about 
the  benefits  of  moving  to  a  low 
carbon  economy.  The  plan  calls 
for  taking  $100  billion  from  the 
auction  of  cap  and  trade  carbon 
credits  and  distributing  that  mon¬ 
ey  to  the  states. 

California  would  get  $12.7 
billion  -  $5. 1  billion  for 
retrofitting  existing  buildings, 
$3.8  billion  for  renewables  and 
“advanced”  biofuels  (not  com  or 
soy,  but  algae,  grasses  and  other 
non-food  crops),  $2.5  billion  for 
mass  transit  and  rail  freight,  and 
$1.3  billion  for  a  smart  grid. 

The  report  estimates  that  the 
investment  would  create  235,198 
new  jobs  and  drop  our  state’s  un¬ 
employment  by  1.3  percent  (from 
7  percent  to  5.7  percent  -  based 
on  June  2008  data).  At  the  state 
level,  AB  32  is  driving  similar 
activity  and  will  likely  attract  in¬ 
vestment  in  the  same  areas. 

In  San  Francisco,  we  have 
our  own  programs  -  the  solar  in¬ 
centive,  green  building  ordi¬ 
nance,  and  more.  By  reaffirming 
our  commitment  to  the  compa¬ 


nies  that  will  be  doing  this  work 
in  the  new  clean,  green  economy 
of  the  future,  we,  as  a  city,  stand 
a  good  chance  to  capture  a  sig¬ 
nificant  portion  of  the  new  value 
that  will  likely  be  created. 

Mobility,  Access,  Pricing  Study 

As  chair  of  the  San  Francisco 
County  Transportation  Authority 
for  the  past  five  years,  I  would 
like  to  provide  you  with  informa¬ 
tion  about  the  Mobility,  Access, 
Pricing  Study  (MAPS)  that  is 
currently  being  analyzed. 

MAPS  is  developing  and  ana¬ 
lyzing  comprehensive  packages 
that  combine  pricing  for  mobility 
with  transit  improvements,  traffic 
flow  enhancements,  and  other 
projects  to  offer  more  sustainable 
choices  for  those  traveling  to  and 
within  San  Francisco. 

San  Francisco  is  one  of  the 
most  congested  urban  areas  in 
the  United  States.  Congestion 
costs  our  economy  more  than  $2 
billion  per  year  in  economic  loss¬ 
es.  There  is  no  room  to  build  our 
way  out  with  new  roads. 

As  the  Congestion  Manage¬ 
ment  Agency  (CMA)  for  San 
Francisco,  the  Transportation 
Authority  applied  for  and  re¬ 
ceived  a  $1  million  study  grant 
from  the  Federal  Highway 
Administration  to  examine  con¬ 
gestion  pricing  as  a  means  to 
deal  with  increased  traffic  on  city

This  is 
exactly  the  kind  of  behavioral 
change  that  peak  times  conges¬ 
tion  charging  seeks  to  influence. 
The  result  would  be  a  more  effi¬ 
cient  use  of  our  roadways. 

Others  can  use  alternatives 
like  transit,  biking,  or  walking  or 
can  travel  at  an  earlier  or  later 
time  of  day.  Congestion  pricing 
includes  a  program  for  reinvest¬ 
ing  all  generated  revenues  in 
transportation  infrastructure  and 
service,  benefiting  drivers,  transit 
users,  pedestrians  and  bicyclists. 

Congestion  pricing  has  been 
successfully  implemented  in  such 
cities  as  London,  Stockholm  and 
Rome.  The  programs  have  led  to 
significant  reductions  in  conges¬ 
tion  (30  percent  in  London),  an 
increase  in  transit  use,  and  new 
investment  in  transportation  fa¬ 
cilities  and  services.

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Historic  Presidio  Gate  gets  grant 


Three  areas  of  the  Presidio 
will  be  upgraded  and  im¬ 
proved,  thanks  to  a  grant  from 
the  S.H.  Cowell  Foundation. 

The  $80,000  grant  will  en¬ 
able  the  Presidio  Trust  to  reha¬ 
bilitate  the  historic  Lombard 
Gate;  plant  a  new  flower  grove 
near  the  gate;  and  replace  an 
aging  playground  with  an  open 
meadow  and  picnic  area.  Work 
is  expected  to  start  by  spring 
and  be  completed  by  August 
2009. 

“Thanks  to  the  Cowell 
Foundation,  we’ll  be  able  to 
make  a  series  of  improvements 
that  will  give  visitors  and  resi¬ 
dents  new  ways  to  enjoy  the 
park,”  said  Ann  Ostrander,  res¬ 


idential  program  manager  for 
the  Trust. 

The  light  globes  that  sit  atop 
the  Lombard  Gate’s  sandstone 
columns  will  be  replaced  with 
replicas  of  the  original  19308- 
era  fixtures,  which  were  larger 
and  more  ornate  than  those 
seen  today.  In  addition,  the 
gate’s  historic  stone  and  iron 
work  will  be  repaired. 

A  large  fuchsia  dell  will  be 
planted  just  inside  the  gate, 
along  the  Presidio  Promenade 
Trail  near  Letterman  Drive. 
This  location  was  once  the  site 
of  ornamental  plantings  associ¬ 
ated  with  the  long-lost  Givens 
Photo  Studio. 

Today,  the  area  is  home  to  a 


commemorative  display  of  ce¬ 
ramic  tiles  laid  in  honor  of  the 
staff  of  the  former  Letterman 
Hospital.  More  than  300  flow¬ 
ers  will  be  planted,  providing 
an  attractive  rest  stop  along  a 
popular  pedestrian  path  to  the 
Main  Post. 

Additionally,  an  outdated 
play  area  in  the  Presidio 
Terrace  neighborhood  will  be 
revitalized. 

An  old  playground  structure 
will  be  removed  and  the  hilltop 
transformed  into  an  open 
meadow  with  picnic  tables  and 
benches  with  views  of  San 
Francisco  Bay.

Beyond  Medicine. 
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Rare  da  Vinci  exhibit  a  coup  for 
Palace  of  the  Legion  of  Honor

With  an  impressive  permanent 
collection  of  classical  and 
European  art,  the  Fine  Arts 
Museums  of  San  Francisco  can 
now  boast  another  high  profile 
coup  in  its  special  fall  schedule. 

Hosted  by  the  Palace  of  the 
Legion  of  Honor,  located  in 
Lincoln  Park  near  34th  Avenue 
and  Clement  Street,  an  exhibition 
featuring  a  compendium  of 
sketches  by  Leonardo  da  Vinci 
will  run  until  Jan.  4,  2009. 

Organized  by  the  Birmingham 
Museum  of  Art  in  Alabama,  this 
marks  the  first  time  the  drawings 
have  left  Italian  shores. 

Curator  Jim  Ganz  is  thrilled 
that  San  Francisco  was  chosen 
for  their  maiden  voyage. 

“It’s  all  downhill  from  here!” 
laughs  Ganz,  fearing  future  dis¬ 
plays  will  pale  in  comparison  to 
a  da  Vinci  exhibition. 

The  dimly  lit  gallery  is  both 
for  the  protection  of  the  delicate 
material  (dating  circa  1480  to 
1510)  but  also  to  create  an  aura 
commensurate  to  the  artist. 

“The  chapel-like  atmosphere 
represents  the  direct,  intimate 
confrontations.  It  helps  us  get 
into  Leonardo’s  mind.” 

Borrowed  from  the  revered 
Biblioteca  Reale  of  Turin,  the 
collection  features  1 1  drawings 
of  anatomical  studies  and  obser¬ 
vations,  including  da  Vinci’s 
most  celebrated  notebook  “The 
Codex  on  the  Flight  of  Birds.” 

The  Biblioteca  possesses  13 
sketches  in  total,  but  only  the 
aforementioned  11  were  deemed 
fit  to  travel.  Amongst  the  absen¬ 
tees  is  da  Vinci’s  famous  self- 
portrait. 

Because  of  it’s  fragile  nature, 
much  preparation  was  required 
prior  to  the  collection  arriving  at 
the  Legion.  As  some  of  the 
sketches  were  done  on  both  sides 
of  the  same  sheet,  special  view-

ing  cases  had  to  be  constructed. 
Each  sketch  is  placed  inside  a 
digitally-controlled,  climate- 
sealed  container.  The  tempera¬ 
ture  is  monitored  at  regular  inter¬ 
vals. 

“It  is  miraculous  that  the  pa¬ 
per  has  lasted  so  long,”  added 
Ganz,  alluding  to  da  Vinci’s  be¬ 
lief  in  leather-bound  notebooks. 

“Da  Vinci’s  fame  as  a  painter 
is  based  solely  on  two  works; 
The  Mona  Lisa  and  The  Last 
Supper,”  says  Ganz  of  his  sub¬ 
ject’s  propensity  for  not  finishing 
projects.  “Leonardo  only  com¬ 
pleted  about  15  to  20  paintings. 
He  was  probably  the  world’s 
greatest  under-achiever.” 

One  of  the  collection’s  main 
attractions  is  “Hercules  with  the 
Nemean  Lion." 

It  is  believed  that 
Michelangelo’s  “David"  prompt¬ 
ed  da  Vinci  to  try  his  hand  at 
sculpture  and  “Hercules”  was  the 
preliminary  step.  As  it  transpired, 
it  was  an  ephemeral  career  move. 
Historians  are  divided  over 
whether  to  label  da  Vinci  and 
Michelangelo  as  friends,  peers  or 
adversaries.  But  they  were  defi¬ 


nitely  rivals. 

After  da  Vinci’s  death  in 
1519,  much  of  his  work  was  in¬ 
herited  by  his  close  friend  and 
apprentice,  Francesco  Melzi.  Not 
realizing  the  potential  of  his  lega¬ 
cy,  Melzi  was  cavalier  in  his 
preservation  of  the  material.  It  is 
believed  that  this  was  the  point 
when  da  Vinci’s  work  began  to 
disperse. 

“It  is  estimated  that  three- 
quarters  of  Leonardo’s  work  is 
unaccounted  for,”  says  Ganz. 

Discussing  the  works  them¬ 
selves,  Ganz  referred  to  the  fact 
that  da  Vinci  was  left-handed. 

“You  can  see  from  the  strokes 
that  Leonardo  would  start  at  the 
bottom  right  corner  and  work  to¬ 
wards  the  top  left  corner.  This 
eliminated  the  chances  of  smudg¬ 
ing.  This  style  can  be  seen  clear¬ 
ly  in  the  famous  “Madonna  of 
the  Rocks,”  hailed  by  Ganz  as 
the  “Mona  Lisa”  of  sketches. 

The  areas  that  seem  to  have 
intrigued  da  Vinci  the  most  were 
the  human  body,  face,  flight  and 
the  horse.  The  collection  contains 
examples  of  all.  Apart  from  his 
penchant  with  human  flight,  da 
Vinci  was  as  fascinated  with  the 
grotesque  as  he  was  with  beauty. 
His  work  on  the  deterioration  of 
beauty  via  the  aging  process  is 
known  as  “The  Nutcracker 
Profile.” 

The  “Codex  on  the  Flight  of 
Birds”  is  a  microcosm  of  da 
Vinci’s  obsession  with  man  and 
flight.  Realizing  shortly  into  his 
studies  that  man  did  not  possess 
the  necessary  power  to  make  hu¬ 
man  flight  possible,  da  Vinci  de¬ 
voted  his  research  into  the  flight 
patterns  of  birds,  with  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  transforming  natural  into 
artificial  flight.  The  Codex  con¬ 
tains  meticulous  drawing  and  in¬ 
decipherable  notes  but  as  the 
notebook  is  in  a  special  display 
case,  only  one  page  can  be 
viewed.

including  Alicia  Wang,  whom 
Lee  built  a  coalition  with  in  order 
to  secure  Wang’s  second  ranked 
votes.  If  Wang  had  pulled  in 
more  votes,  she  would  have  got¬ 
ten  the  benefit  of  the  second  or 
third  place  votes  cast  by  Lee  sup¬ 
porters.  The  strategy  worked  be¬ 
cause  Lee  won  two-thirds  of  all 
second  or  third  votes  from  all  but 
one  of  the  seven  candidates  who 
were  eliminated. 

Of  the  votes  Lee  picked  up, 
the  largest  chunk  came  from 
Wang,  whose  supporters  con¬ 
tributed  some  2,300  votes  when 
the  second  and  third  place  votes 
were  counted. 

Lee  was  able  to  chip  away  at 
Mar’s  early  vote  lead  by  getting 
more  than  3,000  additional  votes. 
But  Mar  was  able  to  win  by  get¬ 
ting  1,503  votes  from  voters’ 
second  and  third  choices. 

After  all  the  votes  were  count¬ 
ed,  Lee  brought  her  total  to 
12793  votes,  or  49.33  percent, 
but  Mar  had  13,141  votes,  or 
50.67  percent,  which  is  more 
than  the  50-percent  threshold 
needed  to  win. 

The  winner  was  determined 
by  the  number  of  valid  votes  cast 
only  for  the  top  two  rivals,  so 
many  votes  cast  for  other  candi¬ 
dates  did  not  count.  With  the  sec¬ 
ond  and  third  vote  choices  break¬ 
ing  for  Lee  at  two-to-one,  she 
could  have  won  if  less  than  an¬ 
other  1 ,000  votes  had  counted. 

The  winning  percentages  are 
based  only  on  the  25,934  contin¬ 
uing  ballots,  not  the  total  number 
of  ballots  cast.  Of  the  31,660  to¬ 
tal  ballots  cast  in  District  1,  there 
were  almost  6,000  (more  than  1 8 
percent)  that  did  not  count  for  a 
number  of  reasons. 

There  were  2,691  under 
votes,  which  means  a  person  did 


not  vote  for  any  supervisor  can¬ 
didate  at  all.  Then  there  were 
2,778  exhausted  votes,  or  non- 
transferrable  votes,  which  means 
a  person  did  not  vote  for  Lee  or 
Mar  with  any  of  their  three 
choices.  Additionally,  257  people 
chose  more  than  one  candidate  in 
the  same  column,  which  causes  a 
problem  with  the  voting  machine 
because  it  cannot  tell  the  intent 
of  the  voter. 

Mar  won  by  getting  strong 
support  from  voters  who  made 


him  their  first  choice.  As  the  pro¬ 
gressive  candidate  on  the  ballot, 
he  got  a  lot  of  support  from  ten¬ 
ants  and  organized  labor. 

Lee  used  ranked-choice  vot¬ 
ing  to  her  advantage,  but  she 
could  not  overcome  Mar’s  lead. 

“If  there  was  a  rank-choice 
award  for  the  best  use  of  the  sys¬ 
tem,  Sue  Lee  would  get  it  hands 
down,”  said  Hill.  “Considering 
she  was  going  up  against  a  pow¬ 
erful  opponent  she  was  able  to 
keep  it  close.” 


Sutro  School  upgrade  in  progress

2009-2010  school  year. 

This  past  summer,  Sutro’s  old 
stairwells  were  removed  and  re¬ 
placed  with  a  new  ADA-compli- 
ant  ramp. 

For  now,  abatement  work  con¬ 
tinues,  including  the  isolating 
and  removing  of  hazardous  or 
toxic  materials,  like  lead  paint  or 
asbestos. 

With  school  still  in  session, 
the  work  has  been  done  in  the 
late  afternoons  and  evenings. 

Abatement  work  is  currently 
taking  place  in  the  school’s  mul¬ 
ti-purpose  room  and  administra¬ 
tive  offices,  which  has  forced  the 
school’s  administrative  staff  to 
move  into  a  temporary  bungalow 
in  the  schoolyard. 

The  temporary  offices  and 
construction  work  have  taken 
away  one-third  of  the  school¬ 
yard’s  usable  area. 


"Teachers  are  coming  up  with 
innovative  ideas  to  keep  kids 
busy,”  said  Andrew  Poon,  the 
principal  at  Sutro. 

According  to  Poon,  the 
school’s  nearly  260  students  in 
grades  kindergarten  through  fifth 
grade  have  adapted  well  to  the 
space  constraints. 

“It  has  been  tight  losing  one- 
third  of  the  schoolyard,  but  stu¬ 
dents  are  managing  with  orga¬ 
nized  games  and  activities,”  he 
said.  “The  teachers  have  helped 
by  setting  up  board  games  on 
benches  and  offering  various 
clubs  during  lunch  recess,  e.g. 
knitting  club,  choir,  etc.” 

When  the  project  is  complet¬ 
ed,  Sutro  will  have  a  new  class¬ 
room,  renovated  offices  and  cafe¬ 
teria  area.  The  new  cafeteria  will 
feature  an  indoor  kitchen  area, 
rather  than  the  antiquated  out¬ 
door  kitchen  serving  area  that  of¬ 
ten  had  students  waiting  in  line 


outside  under  a  canopy  during 
cold  winter  storm  months. 

Abatement  work  is  scheduled 
to  be  completed  by  January 
2009,  at  which  time  the  renova¬ 
tion  of  bathrooms  will  begin. 

“As  for  the  administration,  we 
feel  like  a  downtown  office 
working  in  cubicles,”  Poon  said. 
“There  are  no  doors  for  privacy 
and  you  can  hear  everybody’s 
conversations.  But,  everyone  has 
been  very  professional  during 
this  first  phase  of  the  ADA  pro¬ 
ject.  We’re  just  glad  to  be  mov¬ 
ing  (into  our  new  offices)  in 
January  2009.” 

Henderson  added  that  ADA 
upgrade  work  is  also  being  com¬ 
pleted  at  other  Richmond  District 
SFUSD  campuses,  including 
George  Washington  High  School 
and  Alamo  and  Cabrillo  elemen¬ 
tary  schools.  Funding  for 
Washington’s  upgrades  came 
from  a  2003  proposition.

funds  allocation. 

The  impetus  for  the  city’s  pro¬ 
posed  reforestation  plan  came 
about  two  years  ago  when  PPN 
board  members  began  develop¬ 
ing  a  long-range  master  plan  for 
maintaining  the  Park  Presidio 
Boulevard  “greenbelt.” 

Members  of  the  PPN  used 
their  master  plan  to  draw  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  current  condition  of 
the  boulevard  and  held  Town 
Hall  meetings  with  representa¬ 
tives  from  Mayor  Gavin 
Newsom  and  Supervisor  Jake 
McGoldrick’s  offices  and  the 
RPD  requesting  the  city  address 
the  much-needed  removal  of  haz¬ 
ardous  trees  along  the  boulevard, 
many  of  which  had  been  falling 
and  destroying  city  and  private 
property. 

Newsom  responded  by  putting 
$200,000  in  RPD’s  2007-2008 
budget  to  begin  the  process.  The 
department  then  contracted  the 
services  of  HortScience,  Inc.  to 
evaluate  the  health,  structural 
condition  and  risk  of  all  1,077 
trees  located  on  the  boulevard. 

While  PPN’s  primary  goal  is 
still  the  maintenance  and  beauti¬ 
fication  of  the  blocks  adjoining 
the  boulevard,  they  have  expand¬ 
ed  their  goals  over  the  last  few 
years  to  include  enhanced  pedes¬ 
trian  and  vehicular  safety,  new 
traffic-calming  measures,  irriga¬ 
tion  and  lighting,  and  an  active 
neighborhood  watch  program. 

But,  despite  PPN’s  successful 
efforts  to  engage  RPD,  during 
the  public  comments  portion  of 
the  meeting  several  homeowners 
voiced  concerns  about  RPD’s 
lack  of  a  long-term  tree  manage¬ 
ment  and  maintenance  plan,  en¬ 


vironmental  impacts  to  the  area, 
the  validity  of  the  tree  assess¬ 
ment,  how  funds  are  allocated, 
the  time  frame  for  reforestation, 
the  inadequate  size  of  newly- 
planted  trees,  and  the  overall  aes¬ 
thetics  plan  for  the  boulevard. 

Many  residents  also  pointed 
out  that  antiquated  sprinkler  sys¬ 
tems  are  no  longer  functional 
along  the  boulevard  and  several 
residents  noted  that  a  “desert” 
area  was  created  along  Funston 
Avenue  where  fallen  trees  were 
removed,  leaving  unsightly  tree 
stumps. 

According  to  Opdycke,  the 
majority  of  clean  up  and  grass 
mowing  along  the  Park  Presidio 
“greenbelt”  is  currently  being 
done  as  a  result  of  volunteer  ef¬ 
forts,  including  residents  and,  re¬ 
cently,  volunteers  from  Deloitte 
and  PG&E. 

Opdycke  also  emphasized  that 
since  the  first  meeting  at  least 


one  more  tree  had  fallen  on  its 
own  along  the  boulevard.  No 
pedestrians  or  motorists  were  in¬ 
jured,  but  a  parked  vehicle  was 
severely  damaged. 

For  Opdycke,  the  bottom  line 
seems  simple:  “Do  something 
before  someone  gets  hurt.” 

In  closing,  Kern  stated  that  if 
funding  is  released  by  the 
Mayor’s  Budget  Office,  the  tree 
work  could  start  as  early  as 
February  or  March  2009. 

“I’ve  got  to  get  the  50  trees 
out,”  Kern  said.  “(At  that  point), 
Fve  mitigated  my  risk.  I  reforest 
and  then  I  won’t  go  in  and  touch 
that  ground  again.  Otherwise, 
I’m  digging  up  the  good  work 
that  the  crews  did  and  it’s  delay¬ 
ing  the  growth  of  the  next  gener¬ 
ation.”

Local  firefighters 
collect  toys  for  kids 


While  the  financial  forecast 
seems  bleak  this  holiday  season, 
San  Francisco  firefighters  are  try¬ 
ing  to  round  up  as  many  Joys  as_ 
possible  to  brighten  the  spirits  of 
boys  and  girls  who  might  other¬ 
wise  have  little. 

Capt.  John  Hanley,  president 
of  San  Francisco  Firefighters 
Union  Local  798,  which  oversees 
the  annual  toy  collection  pro¬ 
gram,  said  firefighters  have  been 
collecting  toys  for  more  than  50 
years. 

Hanley  praised  the  generosity 
of  San  Franciscans. 

"People  are  good  about  donat¬ 
ing.  In  fact,  they  are  excellent," 
he  said. 

But  Hanley  is  worried  that 
with  the  advent  of  the  Wall  Street 
crisis  there  will  not  be  enough 
donations  to  meet  the  demand. 

According  to  Charity 
Navigator,  the  nation's  largest 
and  most-utilized  evaluator  of 
charities,  Americans  continue  to 
give. 

According  to  official  philan¬ 
thropic  reports,  donations  last 
year  increased  by  one  percent 


across  the  nation. 

Richmond  District  and  «ur-  s 
rounding  neighboiiiOdd  Fire  sta¬ 
tions,  including  Station  10,  at 
655  Presidio  Ave.,  Station  14,  at 
551  26th  Ave.,  and  Station  31,  at 
441  12th  Ave.,  are  receiving  do¬ 
nations  and  accepting  applica¬ 
tions  from  needy  families  to  re¬ 
ceive  toys. 

Based  upon  last  year's  needs, 
Hanley  estimates  the  number  of 
families  applying  for  toys  will  in¬ 
crease. 

"We  are  anticipating  a  20  per¬ 
cent  increase  above  the  amount 
from  last  year,"  he  said. 

"Last  year  we  collected 
enough  toys  to  give  to  10,000 
families  in  the  City,"  Hanley 
said.  “No  one  is  denied." 

Donations  of  money  and  toys 
are  graciously  accepted  at  any 
fire  station  in  the  City  right  up  to 
Christmas  eve.  Donations  to  the 
toy  collection  program  are  ac¬ 
cepted  all  year-long.

2008  real  estate  review 


The  2008  real  estate  year  will 
be  remembered  for  how  San 
Francisco  maintained  home  val¬ 
ues  through  the  subprime  mort¬ 
gage  meltdown  mess.  We  have 
been  fortunate  in  that  we  have 
not  experienced  the  effects  as 
dramatically  as  in  outlying  areas. 

The  market  in  2008  started 
slowly  and  remained  slow  during 
the  year  with  bad  economic  news 
sprinkled  throughout.  Buyers 
were  hesitant  to  purchase  and 
sellers  reluctant  to  put  their  prop¬ 
erties  on  the  market;  thus  result¬ 
ing  in  a  more  balanced  market. 


Prices  did  not  decline  as  much  as 
surrounding  counties,  which  had 
to  deal  with  a  large  supply  of 
short  sales  and  foreclosures.  The 
sales  of  foreclosures  in  some 
counties  were  as  high  as  50  per¬ 
cent  of  all  sales.  In  San 
Francisco,  we  are  at  about  seven 
percent  with  the  majority  of  them 
in  the  south  part  of  town. 

The  peak  of  this  last  real  es¬ 
tate  cycle  occurred  in  2005,  with 
2006  being  a  transition  year  with 
a  lower  number  of  sales  but  a 
higher  average  median  sales 
price. 


In  2007,  San  Francisco  num¬ 
bers  showed  about  a  10  percent 
decrease  in  sales,  but  still  a  slight 
increase  in  sale  prices.  But,  when 
all  the  2008  numbers  are  finally 
in,  you  will  probably  see  about  a 
1 5  percent  decrease  in  the  num¬ 
ber  of  sales  and  a  8  to  10  percent 
decrease  in  sale  prices. 

So  what  happened  this  year? 
The  markets  around  us  were 
falling  apart  because  of  the  sub¬ 
prime  mortgage  problem  that  af¬ 
fected  mostly  the  first-time 
homebuyer  market  and  homes  in 
less  affluent  areas.  Subprime 
mortgages  are  loans  taken  out  by 
borrowers  who  did  not  have  stel¬ 
lar  credit.  They  were  made  at 
higher  interest  rates  to  people 
who  could  not  qualify  for  the 
best  loans.  When  interest  rates 
are  adjusted  upward,  the  econo¬ 
my  turns  down,  or  when  property 
values  go  down,  the  risk  for  de¬ 
fault  on  these  loans  becomes 
much  higher.  Unfortunately,  all 
these  events  occurred  this  year  at 
the  same  time. 

In  the  past  few  years,  there

ized  in  these  types  of  loans. 
Because  credit  was  easy  to  ob¬ 
tain,  buyers  took  them  and  that 
helped  drive  the  market  upward. 
Fortunately  for  San  Francisco, 
most  of  these  loans  were  in  low¬ 
er-priced  surrounding  counties, 
so  defaults  have  not  hurt  San 
Francisco  as  much  as  other  lo¬ 
cales. 

So,  what  is  in  store  for  2009? 

We  are  in  the  third  year  of  our 
down  to  flat  real  estate  cycle. 
Generally,  in  years  past  our  down 
cycles  lasted  around  four  to  five 
years,  with  price  depreciation  be¬ 
ing  the  largest  during  the  first 
two  to  three  years  and  remaining 
flat  for  the  remainder  of  the  term. 

Logically,  this  makes  sense  as 
the  market  is  currently  working 
to  deal  with  homes  with  sub¬ 
prime  problems. 

The  National  Association  of 
Realtors  and  Moody’s  statistics 
show  that  only  1  to  1 .2  percent  of 
all  outstanding  mortgages  are  in 
trouble  as  compared  with  an  av¬ 
erage  of  half  a  percent  during 
normal  markets.  It  takes  time  to 
work  through  these  trouble  mort¬ 
gages. 

We  seem  to  have  seen  the 
foreclosures  peak  already  this 
past  summer.  The  programs  that 
the  government  and  banks  have 
instituted  seem  to  have  an  effect 


in  stabilizing  the  number  of  fore¬ 
closures.  It  is  our  hope  that  as  the 
number  of  defaults  and  foreclo¬ 
sures  decrease,  the  housing  mar¬ 
ket  will  stabilize  and  improve. 

So,  I  think  2009  will  be  a  flat 
or  slightly  down  year  for  prices. 
Most  economists  are  predicting 
that  the  bottom  will  occur  in  the 
fourth  quarter  of  2009,  which 
means  that  if  you  are  a  purchaser, 
you  have  a  12-month  window  to 
take  advantage  of  this  buying  op¬ 
portunity.  If  you  are  a  seller  trad¬ 
ing  up,  you  might  have  to  sell  at 
a  lower  price  than  a  few  years 
ago,  but  you  can  buy  at  better 
prices  than  before,  so  that’s  not 
too  bad.  If  you  are  a  seller  and 
must  sell  due  to  your  circum¬ 
stances,  I  would  recommend  list¬ 
ing  your  property  at  an  aggres¬ 
sive  price.  If  you  can  hold  on  for 
another  year  of  two,  you  should 
be  able  to  sell  in  a  better  market.
